Contract Let 


The contract for construction 
of the highway has been aw ard ­ 
ed to State Paving and Con­ 
struction Co. of Philadelphia. 


The contract allows 135 work­ 


ing days for completion and will 
be known as Section IO, Traffic 


Route 132. 


The roadway has been a sub­ 
ject of controversy am ong busi­ 
nessmen, motorists and town- 
ship and county officials for 
some years since it carries a 
heavy load of traffic from its 
easternm ost point, Route 13, to 
as far west in Bucks County as 
Route 611, Easton Road. 


Actually, Street Road is a high­ 
way which runs north and south. 
However, because it runs diagon­ 
ally across the county, it is com ­ 
monly referred to as running 


east and west. 


The new highway construction 
project will be sim ilar to the 
four-lane concrete highway on 
Street Road between York Road 
and Easton Road in W arm inster 


Township, 
completed 
several 
years ago. 


Eventually, the route will be 
reconstructed from Route I to 
York Road, thus- making one 
continuous stretch of modern, 
improved highway linking Low­ 
er Bucks with Central Bucks.

Scranton said if his proposals 
are accepted and enacted by the 
legislature “ the young people of 
Pennsylvania will hav^ an edu­ 
cational opportunity second to 
none.” 


The governor also used his ap­ 


pearance before the legislature, 
and a statewide radio and tele­ 
vision audience, to urge House 
Democrats once more to act on 
his request for a $10,000 increase 
in the salary of the superinten­ 
dent of public instruction. 
Scranton said that without the 
increase (to $30,000) he would 
have difficulty getting a top- 
rated candidate for a year-long 
vacancy in the post. 
In proposing that the state 
pay half the cost of replacing 
worn-out school buildings in dis­ 
tricts where the population is 
more than 10.000 persons per 
square mile, Scranton said: 
“ The high cost of land and of 


construction in these heavy ur 
ban areas is a substantial de 
terrent to replacing worn-out 
school buildings, and I believe 
this additional state help is ful­ 
ly justified.” 
Complete guidelines for the 
future of higher education in 
Pennsylvania must await a m as­ 
ter plan being developed by the 
state board of education.
